Vets Subsistence Allowance 


Recent legislation placing a lmi- 
tation on subsistence allowances for 
veterans enrolled under the G,1, Bill 
for education or training who are - 
obtaining compensation on the side‘ 
has brought a flood of inquiries 
about the new VA regulations con- 
cerning this phase. 

Briefly, the new law provides that 
“in no event shall the rate of such 
allowance plug the compensation , 
received exceed $175 per month for ' 
the veteran without dependents or!
